MR. ROBERT ON 
ROBERTS’ CHARGES 


Edward S. Robert, who was co-trustee 
with James L. Blair in the management of 
the Blow estate trust, made the following 
statement to the Post-Dispatch Saturday 
morning: 

“I had no knowledge of any ‘trouble in 
the Blow estate trust prior to Sept. 2, 1902. 
or that there were any deeds of trust that 
were forged that had not been in the safe 
deposit box five years, therefore, the crime 
was barred ‘by the staltute of limitations. 
I was not even technically liable in any 
way, as it antedated my administration. 

‘Tt discovered the bare fact that certain 
deeds of trust were not valid and im- 
mediately took steps to protect the estate, 
and did so fully. There was no way by 
which I could know who had committed 
the forgeries, even if it had been possible 
to prosecute in the face of the statute of 
limitations. 

“It was too grave a matter to indulge 
in suspicions about, and I gave Mr. Blair 
the benefit of the doubt in view of his 
high Yeputation and of the fact that hie 
influence in the community had always 
been for right. 

“T have not at any time had and have 
not now any evidence that I belleve would 
be sufficient to convict any particular per- 
son of the crimes, consequently k- give Mr. 
Blair the benefit of every doubt, and will 
under no circumstances be one of his ac- 
cusers until that kind of proof is placed 
in my hands.

DETAILS OF FORGERY 
CHARGED BY ROBERTS 


The chargen made by James T. Rob- 
erts as printed are in brief as follows: 

1. That deeds and mortgages ag- 
grégating $403,000 were forged. 

2. That $340,000 was obtained 
from the firm of Dick Brothers & 
Co. of Philadelphia. 

3. That 863,000 was obtained 
from the Blow estate in St. Louis 
on these papers. 

4. That notarial and other neces- 
sary seais and stamps were coun- 
terfeited, 

Roberts says these transactions. which 
he alleges are crimes, took place ntore 
than three years ago. Thus the statute 
of limitations would be operative if any 
of them came within the law. 

Roberts says, in his story printed in the 
Globe-Democrat, that his first discovery of 
irregularities came in the examination of 
an account with Miss Anna Blanchard of 
Philadelphia. A sum between $1500 and 
$2000, due Miss Blanchard as one of the 
plaintiffs in-a suit which had been settled 
out of court, had not been paid to her, Rob- 
erts declares, and the occurrence, aithough 
the sum was comparatively small, aroused 
his suspicion of irregularities in other di- 
rections. 

Miss Blanchard was one of the clients 
of Dick Bros. & Co. of Philadelphia, whose 
dealings in St. Louls were extensive. Rob- 
erts says that his first opportunity to in- 
vestigate other branches of business trans- 
acted for the Dick firm came when, in a 
search for other papers in Blair's safe, a 
bundle of envelopes came into his posses- 
sion. 

The envelopes, Roberts declares, bore the 
names of persons supposed to have bor- 
rowed money from Dick Bros. & Co. In the 
envelopes, he says, he found canceled in- 
terest notes, portions of certificates of title 
and correspondence. ' 

Investigztion convinced Roberts, he de- 
clared, that the loans were fictitious, the 
certificates of title spurious and the no- 
tarial and recorder’s seals forged. 

A loan made by Dick Bros. to Jonathan 
Gold is adduced by Roberts as a sample 
transaction. Roberts declares that the 
name of Gold and of his wife, also a signer 
of notes, were fictitious. For this mythica] 
person, he says, an application was made 
out, approved and forwarded to Philadel- 
phia. 

A trust company certificate of title was

will state that it was the custom cf some 
of these trust companies to issue their cer- 
tificates of title in the fornr of a document 
comprising at least three sheets. The first 
sheet contained a plat of the property on 
which the certificate ‘was issued; the sec- 
ond sheet contained the description of the 
property and showed in whom the title was 
vested, also showing incumbragccs of every 
character. There wag a third sheet, 
bottom of which waS a certificate 
company’s certifying to the correctness of 
the preceding certificate of title. By sub- 
stituting a second page in lieu of the sec- 
ond page fssued by the tile company it 
was thus possible to have the title to the 
“property appear vested in a person en- 
tirely different from the person originally 
named in the certificate as it came from 
the certifying company. 

“As before stated, I found a great num- 
ber of these gheets as they had been taken 
from the original certificates of title, 
showing the changes, which indicated to 
me beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
all of these loans had been made on al- 
tered certificates of titles. 

“The scheme as it then appeared to me 
was this: An application would be made 
on a regular mimeographed application 
blank, which contained in substance a de- 
scription of the property, the name or 
names of owners, the amount wanted, the 
character of improvements, and such 
other general information usually re- 
quired from a person making application 
for loan. I ascertained that in the usual 
course of business such aplpications were 
forwarded to Dick Bros. & Co, and if 
they had the money on-hand they usually 
made the loan. Before these loans were 
secured, however, and after the applica- 
tion was made, Dick Bros. & Co. usually 
asked for a certificate of titie. One of 
these altered certificates of title would be 
forwarded to them, showing a fee simple, 
unincumbered title in the name of the 
person applying for loan. 

“hverything appearing satisfactory, Dick 
Bros. & Co. woulid return the certificate of 
title, with a request that the papers pro- 
curing the loan be prepared and forwarded 
to them, and they always required that 
they be accompanied ‘by a certificate, which, 
in substance, was as follows: 

“Tl hereby certify that I have examined 
the books and papers in the office of the 
——— trust company, and the records in the 
office of the recorder of deeds, city of St.

Then followed a description of the spu- 
rious loan. 

Had Dick Brothers & Co. themselves 
recofded the deeds, Roberts says, the sys- 
tems vould not have been follewed.

Blair, Roberts says, 
caused them to consider it unnecessary to 
take this precaution. 

“When [ had secured full information 
bearing on the transactions with the Dick 
company,”’ Roberts says, “I told Mr. Blair 
whiat I had learned. He advised me to tell 
the Dicks or their lawyer. My reply, which 
was made at much length, showed him 
that I knew more than I had at first in-

dicated, and I told him that documents

“Following a long talk with Mr. Blair,” 
Roberts says, ‘I went to Philadelphia to 
tell the Dicks what I had learned. I found 
Kvams R. Dick, whom I first approached, 
wholly incredulous.

It is high time every car was equipped with a power brake, 
as provided by law. The old-style hand brake, with worn or 
Dadly adjusted brake shoes, is a double menace to life. 

And the sudden starting pf the cars, while passengers are 
boarding or alighting, is equally dangerous. Besides, this prac- 
tice tends to make mortormen and conductors reckless. Motor- 
meer charges that the time schedules, are to blame for the 
haste with which cars are started.

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Garbage Reduction. 

From the investigations that have been 
présecuted by’ the commission appointed 
for that purpose, we are led to believe that 
ho successful system of garbage reduc- 


tion is being carried on in any of the 
larger cities. The commission took witf 
it- $2500 worth of garbage’ in bills of var'!- 
ous denominations, and after experiment- 
ing with the vatiridus incineratlon and 
chemical reduction plants in’ Louisville, 
Washington, New York and Montreal, re- 
gret to report that much of the garbage 
still remains in their hands unreduced. 
Among the most successful methods prat- 
ticed by our commission was the Scotch 
highball plan. Something I!ke #4 mus! 
have been reduced in this manner. ‘This 
is the chemical plan used in New York. 
Next to this the incineration pian worked 
the best results. In the incineration plan 
you exchange a bit of the garbage for @ 
Small brown cylinder taken from a box la-

beled “Perfecto.’’ You place one end of the 
cylinder in your mouth and ignite the 
other end with a match, puffing vigorously 
all the while. This process of reduction, 
while very efficacious, is exceedingly slow 
unless you have a large party, but com- 
bined with the chemical or highball meth- 
od it reduces a good deal of garbage at one 
a@itting. 

However, none of the methods experi- 
mented with proved equal to the Merz or 
Butler method, now in use by the garbage 
reducers of this city. The only difficulty 
with the Merz process is that the taxpay- 
ers ean’t afford it. It is regrettable to 
report that the garbage situation is unre- 
lieved by the experiments of the investi- 
gating commission.

restaurant patron must regard now 
with qualms certain “made dishes’ with 
whose ingrediente he is unfamillar. It has 
‘ong been suspected that such vituals were 
not disguised so well without cause, and 
a restaurant chef has been arrested 
a coat, this suspicion has be- 
ecome almost a certainty. While defying 
analysis by ordinary pfecesses, the made 
dish occasionally betrays the presence of 
components not properly designed to tickle 
the human stomach.

Wanders to Carondelet and Slashes 
Wrists With Razor. 


LIES ALL NIGHT ON STREET 


Edward L. Mathews Cuts His Flesh 
Into Ribbons, Severing an Artery 
—Condition Is Serious. 


With hope of life rendered empty by 
the shadow of consumption and separation 
from his wife, Edward L. Mathews wan- 
dered to a deserted spot on Espenschied 
street, in Carondelet, at 7 o'clock Friday 
night to die. 

He had with him a newly-sharpened ra- 
zor, and as he came to a spot two blacks 
from the river bank, where there seemed 
no chance that his plans would be inter- 
ferred with, he began to slash at his wrists 
with the razor. 

He cut three deep gashes across his left 
wrist, and then, transferring the weapon 
to his almost dismembered left hand, held 
it while he drew his right wrist beneath it 
four times. 

Weakened by pain and loss of blood, 
Mathews fell. The razor fell beside him. 


He groped feebly ir the dark in an effort 
to find it, but failed, and became unco! 
scious. . 

At 5 o'clock Saturday morning, Patrol- 
man Kuhlman found h.m lying on the side- 
walk. No one had passed or seen him 
during the ten hours that he had _ been 
lying there. He was weak and chilled, but 
had regained consciousness. 

He was hurried to the City Hispital, 
where for four hours surgeons worked at 
the task of sewing up his wounds. Both 
wrists were cut into strips so narrow that 
the fastening threads had to be carried 
beyond them before a firm hold cvuld be 
found. An artery in the right wrist had 
been severed. 

Mathews admitted that he tried to kill 
himself, and said he would have succeeded 
had he not lost the razor. 

Mrs. E. Mathews, ris mother, was 
summoned from her home at 4625 Westmin- 
ster place. She said her son had been suf- 
fering from tuberculosis for some time, and 
that he had spent several months in Ok a- 
homa in an effort to regain his health He 
returned to St. Louis in Ju'y, and when 
the doctors told him he had not improved 
he became despondent. 

Imagining that he was in his mother's 
way, Matcews left her home and went to 
board with Wm.
